THE  PRESIDENT* S  MESSAGE 


I*:  i  s  »  real  pleasure  for  me  to  ®reet  you  as  your  new  President.  You 
will  note  that  “lie  new  Officers  names  and  addresses  are  shown  at  the  bottom  of 
the  cover  pa  e  of  this  Love  Letter.  Arthur  Cerschraan,  although  elected  Secretary, 
has  found  it  necessarv  to  resign  due  'o  employment  pressures. 

There  appears  to  he  an  increasing  lack  of  interest  in  the  Society,  and 
vour  new  Officers  fully  intend  to  turn  that  tide,  with  your  cooperation.  At  a 
meeting  held  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  during  the  ANA  Mid-Winter  Convention, 
four  major  decisions  were  made  and  I  am  now  passing  them  on  to  you  with  the  request 
that  you  consider  them  careful lv  and  volunteer  whatever  time,  effort  or  comments 
you  can. 


First,  the  results  of  the  dues  questfonaire  returned  with  the  ballot, 
were  not  verv  derisive.  Amounts  s  ides' ed  ranoed  from  $5,00  to  $1^.00  with  $2.50 
increments  in  he  ween.  With  the  cost  of  postage  and  Printing,  the  $5.00  does  not 
go  very  far.  It  was  ^inall'T  agreed  to  increase  the  dues  to  $10.00  per  year, 
effective  January  1,  1933. 

Second,  the  Love  Letter  is  without  an  Editor,  If  you  would  like  to 
volunteer,  or  can  recommend  someone  who  mav  he  interested,  please  contact  me  as 
soon  as  possible  As  the  Love  Letter  is  the  ma;n  contact  with  the  membership,  we 
established  cha'  it  he  published  M-monthlv--February  (already  issued),  April  (this 
issue),  June,  Au'-us  ,  October,  and  December . Each  issue  will  show  a  financial  and 
membership  renorc,  a  Tetter  rrom  vour  President,  a  reprint  oE  at  least  one  article 
which  appeared  in  print,  requests  ii'om  members  about  pieces  they  desire  to  acquire 
or  have  available  for  sale,  or  an"  item  of  ‘nterest  submitted  by  a  member.  It  was 
also  agreed  tha4*  we  would  accept  dealer  ads.  bn-  for  a  negotiated  fee. 

Third,  We  agreed  somo^Mn^  has  “o  be  done  *0  bring  the  members  closer 
together  to  share  our  iiwual  bob**"'.  Our  membership  was  divided  into  seven  geo¬ 
graphic  area,  in  whicv-  we  will  appoint  a  Regional  Director  to  head  each  region. 

'Mie  nex^  step  will  he  to  wave  ea<~h  Director  secure  an  Assistant  Director  to  repre¬ 
sent  each  State  in  his  or  her  region,  '"h.ese  Assistants  would  then  be  responsible 
for  the  personal  contact  with  the  members  in  his  or  her  State.  On  the  whole,  this 
is  a  big  tash ,  but  if  the  members  will  cooperate,  it  will  not  be  nearly  as  difficult 
as  it  seems.  Mos“  Stages  onlv  have  a  few  members.  With  a  to'al  of  232  members  in 
the  fifty  States  of  the  Wnited  States  and  nine  in  Canada,  most  Assistants  will  only 
have  a  few  to  contact.  Please  consider  volunteering  for  your  State! 

Fourth,  we  are  roinn  to  end^or  to  obtain  more  publicity.  "Coin  World" 
bad  two  articles  in  the  February  11,  1937  Issue,  one  of  which  is  reproduced  as  a 
part  of  this  Letter.  "The  Numismatist"  has  a°reed  to  publish  th  e  Coin  World  arti¬ 
cle  later  this  vear.  Doth  publications  have  agreed  to  print  news  item  we  send  in. 

As  Regional  Directors  and  Assistant  Directors  are  appointed  we  will  try  to  get 
news  i^ems  i  n  their  local  papers.  This  will  be  handled  by  the  Directors  and  Assist¬ 
ant  Directors,  the  Officers  will  take  care  of  the  National  publications.  We  need 
this  type  of  exposure  in  order  to  attract  new  members.  There  is  an  announcement  in 
this  Love  Letter  of  the  first  Regional  Director  appointment,  and  a  news  release  has 
been  sent  to  "Coin  World"#  Watch  f or  itT 

As  vou  can  see,  this  is  an  ambitious  program,  but  if  we  all  do  our  part, 
success  can  be  achieved.  Please,  can  we  count  on  you?

her  monogram  engraved  upon  it.  After  she  collects  25  or  30  monogrammed  dimes,  she

"What's  A  Love  Token  Worth?" 

This  question  is  a  common  one  asked  by  collectors  and 
dealers  alike.  Having  sold  many  hundreds  of  love  tokens, 
I  feel  that  I  can  qualify  for  an  answer. 

Some  dealers  treat  most  love  tokens  as  so  much  bullion 
and  buy  them  from  the  public  at  prices  paid  for  similar 
silver  coins  at  prevailing  bullion  prices.  In  recent 
months,  such  prices  are  40£  for  a  dime,  $1;  for  a  quarter 
and  $2  for  a  half  dollar.  Silver  dollars  rate  a  bit 
hlgher--starting  at  $8. 

In  reality,  the  collector  buyers  and  dealers  who  trade 
in  tokens  will  pay  substantially  more  for  even  the  most 
common  types  and  the  crudest  works. 

Generally,  here's  a  fair  pricing  guide  based  upon  1987 
silver  values.  The  copper,  nickels  and  gold  coins  are 
priced  differently.

Dimes  with  gold-plating,  bezels,  loops,  and  other  attachments 
tend  to  sell  for  I5  to  3  times  the  above  prices.  And  for 
specific  names  such  as  "Mike",  "John"  or  "Liz"  I  have  sold 
common  dimes  in  VF-XF  for  up  to  $15  each.

ARTICLE  l j  NAME 

Section  Is  This  organization  shall  he  known  as  the  "Love  Token  Society". 

ARTICLE  11:  PURPOSE 

Section  1:  The  primary  purpose  of  thl9  organization  shall  he  to  encourage  ana 
promote  interest  in  numl smatics ,  part icul aril y  in  the  field  of  "engraved 
coins",  and  to  cultivate  friendly  relations  among  collectors  and  dealers 
In  buying,  selling,  and  trading  such  pieces. 

Section  2:  To  assemble  and  send  to  members  any  printed  materials  available  on 

"love  tokens";  to  build  a  permanent  love  token  collection  for  exhibit  in 
the  ANA  museum;  and  to  assemble  a  set  of  colored  slides  of  unusual  or 
multiple  pieces  owned  by  members.  These  slides  to  become  Tart  11  of  the 
Love  Token  series  presently  available  from  the  ANA  Audio-Visual  Library. 


ARTICLE  111:  MEMBERSHIP

S .  coins  and  thus  prohibited 
by  Federal  Statute.  Such  a  reference  will  be  printed  in  the 
LOVE  LETTER.  It  is  generally  told  that  such  a  ruling  came  about 
1900-1909  when  a  severe  coin  shortage  pointed  to  such  practices 
as  coin  mutilation  (i.e.  making  jewelry  pieces)  as  a  major 
cause  of  such  coin  shortage.  If  verified,  this  would  account  for 
the  acute  dropoff  in  love  tokens  dated  on  coins  after  1909. 

Your  editor  is  interested  in  such  references.

In  fulfilling  my  duties  as  secretary/treasurer  of  our  organization, 

I  have  already  noticed  a  problem  that  needs  resolution.  On  our 
current  membership  application  we  request  a  "complete  mailing 
street  address — not  publishable."

Perhaps  we  can  discuss  this  further  in  Atlanta.  I  think  you'll 
agree  it  is  unwise  to  say  one  thing  and  do  another.

It 
appears  this  coverage  is  giving  us  an  image  of  an  "organization  on 
the  move,"  and  we  will  add  new  members  with  the  help  of  the  media. 

As  the  ANA  Convention  is  drawing  near,  I  am  getting  quite  anxious. 

I  am  hoping  to  add  to  my  collection  some  new  coins  and  love  tokens.

The  commonly  used  term  for  engraved  coins,  the  "love  token" 

survives  since  the  vast  percentage  of  these  pieces  were 

indeed  prepared  as  a  gift  of  love  or  esteem.  However,  there 

were  quite  a  range  of  categories  one  finds  "love  tokens". 

For  example,  there  are: 

1.  Souvenirs  of  trips,  fairs,  events--especially  anniversaries 

deaths,  births,  weddings.  World's  Fair  themes  are  fairly 
common.  3 

2.  Pa t r i o t i c s  and  political  themes--several  are  known  of  the 
William  ,Jennings  Bryan  era  of  the  1890s  and’  early  1900s. 

British  politicals  are  fairly  common  as  well. 

3.  Scenics  (without  word  descriptions).  These  may  indeed  be 
"love  tokens"  but  without  supporting  words  or  monograms, 
one  can  only  guess.  The  more  common  scenics  are:  coastal 
or  lakeside  scenes,  flying  birds,  buildings,  trees,  and 
pastoral  scenes. 

4.  Erotica .  These  do  show  up  tucked  under  a  dealer's  display 
case  or  at  the  very  back  of  a  file  box.  No  doubt  everyone 
who  has  collected  a  while  has  seen  the  "flying  duck"  theme 
of  the  1890s--often  done  on  Flying  Eagle  cents.  "Potty 
dollars"  (and  other  denominations)  are  borderline  erotica— 
but  very  racy  for  their  time.  A  number  of  oriental  engraved 

pieces  are  known  with  elaborate  erotic  scenes.  Obviously 
these  are  not  the  most  common  display  items--but  they  do 
exist . 

5.  Masonic  and  other  Fraternal  organizational  themes.  Some 
lodges  issued  engraved  pieces  to  new  members.  Some  known 
orders  include:  Elks,  IOOF,  Rotary,  KofP,  et  al. 

6.  Awards.  For  some  events,  the  awards  (in  lieu  of  engraved  medals) 
were  engraved  coins.  I  owned  a  gold  ten  dollar  piece  engraved 

on  both  sides  for  a  Mormon  horse  show  in  1870.  School  awards 
are  known  on  quarters  and  half  dollars. 

7*  Occupational  themes.  Many  pieces  are  known  with  tools  of  the  trade 
or  scenes  of  specific  work  being  done  such  as  blacksmi th i ng , 
carpentry,  watch  repair,  and  mining.  These  are  very  popular  among 
collectors.  Specific  trades  such  as:  music,  guns,  cattle, 

Indian  trading,  and  cutlery  are  in  great  demand. 

8.  Token  usage.  These  are  very  scarce  to  very  rare.  These  are 
coins  engraved  to  be  used  for  a  specific  token  use  such  as 
"good  for  one  beer",  or"$l  off  any  suit  at  Myer's",  or  "Admit 
One  to  Circus".  Rulau  has  a  few  listed  in  his  tokens  series. 

9*  Advertising  use.  As  above,  these  coins  are  engraved  (versus 
punched) to  promote  a  product,  a  service,  a  merchant,  or 
a  business.  Again,  these  are  very  scarce  to  rare.  Since  each 
has  to  be  hand-made,  such  pieces  often  are  one-of-a-kind. 
Counterstamped  coins,  on  the  other  hand,  can  be  stamped  as 
easily  as  a  blacksmith  hitting  a  horseshoe  with  a  mallet. 

The  extent  of  such  counterstamping  was  entirely  due  to  the 
life  of  the  punch  and  the  supply  of  coins.  I  sold  one  such 
half  dollar  engraved,  "C&M  Mining  Co,  Butte,  M.T."--from 
the  Colorado  and  Montana  Mining  Co,  of  Butte,  Montana  Terri¬ 
tory,  circa  1870.  Only  one  such  piece  is  known. 

10.  Whimsical  pieces.  Coins  often  show  engravings  of  designs, 

lathe  work,  dots,  or  other  artwork  not  easily  defined  other 
than  "whirasey".

THE  LOVE  TOKEN  OF  THOMAS  ALSOP 

BY  PETEK  LANE 


Love  tokens  are  engraved  discs.  They  were 
often  made  from  worn  coins  or  tokens. 
Their  function  was  to  record  personal 
events  like  births,  christenings,  marriages, 
deaths  and  partings.  Naturally,  the 
quality  and  style  of  the  engraving  varied. 
Some  bear  no  more  than  crude  pin  pricks 
while  others  exhibit  elaborate  lettering, 
scrolls  and  motiffs. 

Love  token  production  reached  its  peak 
between  1700  and  1850,  an  era  which 
happily  spanned  the  settlement  of 
Australia.  Yet  they  are  often  passed  over 
by  collectors.  Perhaps  their  unusual 


nature  and  endless  number  are  at  once  a 
fascination  and  fear,  with  the  latter 
tending  to  be  the  more  common  emotion. 

Like  all  numismatic  items,  possession  is 
not  the  sole  aim  of  the  collector. 
Knowledge  of  the  original  purpose  for 
the  production  of  a  love  token  is 
paramount.  Since  they  can  offer  as  little 
as  a  pair  of  initials  or  a  first  name,  it  is 
very  important  that  the  original  function 
be  preserved.  Naturally,  as  love  tokens 
can  be  easily  contrived,  a  knowledge  of 
the  history  of  each  piece  is  of  great 
importance.
